FIREMEN MAKE

CHILDREN SEE

Emancipator 
Honored by 
Local Club 


Three hundred Sierra Madre school 
children gathered at the Wistaria 
theater Tuesday afternoon to see 
Peter Pan trip across the silver 
screen. The matinee was provided 
through the cooperation of the 
schools and Manager Billy Wall of 
the theater. The admission charge 
was cut->to ten cents and if any of 
the children forgot the ten cents they 
were admitted any way. This put a 
picture which usually costs a min¬ 
imum of 25 cents to see, within the 
reach of every child in town. 

Every seat in the house was filled 
with enthusiastic and bubbling child¬ 
hood. It had been said by exhibitors 
that the children were the best crit¬ 
ics of motion pictures and invariably 
pick the clean, wholesome pictures 
in preference to the variety which 
often proves popular with grown¬ 
ups. If this is true, Peter Pan got 
a big mark in its favor Tuesday, for 
the children were enthusiastic in their 
praise of the picture. Betty Bron¬ 
son was especially popular in the 
title role. 


One of Sierra Madre’s greatest 
fire 'dangers, according to members 
of the local fire department, is the 
tendency on the part of telephone 
subscribers to satisfy their curiosity 
by calling central as soon as the fire 
whistle blows. This has become so 
common here, it is claimed, that it 
is often several minutes before the 
members of the department can be 
notified. 

In case of a fire alarm, the switch¬ 
board operators have been instructed 
to answer no calls until all the fire¬ 
men are notified, but because most of 
the lines here are party lines, the 
operators are forced to answer ques¬ 
tions in order to clear the lines so 
that they can ring on them. 

Fire Chief Henderson offers the 
following advice to local people when 
the fire whistle is heard. If you are 
at home, make sure the fire is not 
on your premises and that none of 
your property is in danger from fly¬ 
ing sparks or debris. After these 
precautions are taken, one may have 
time to glance about and see if he 
can locate the fire without interfer¬ 
ing with the operation of the fire 
fighting force. If you are not at 
home, it is a good practice to make 
for home at once so as to be ready 
for any emergency. Contrary to the 
popular belief, there are usually 
men who are trained and used to 
working together to take care of any 
ordinary fire and those who are not 
trained and attend fifes are often 
hindering the firemen instead of be¬ 
ing of service. • 

Mr. Henderson also stressed the 
necessity of having consideration for 
other people's property while at a 
fire. A great many people have 
formed the habit of entering a house 
and looking around during or right 
after a fire. It should be remem-

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EDITORIAL COMMENT 


WHY CALIFORNIA? 

Nature just made it that way and Nature usually has 
a reason. It seems that after nearly every continent, na¬ 
tion, state, and island had been planned there remained 
this strip of territory 750 miles on the southwest coast, 
so Nature just picked up a few extra Italys and Switzer- 
lands and Alaskas and favorite tropical and other fertile 
pieces and flung them down on that section of the coast. 
Then just for good measure, threw in a generous assort¬ 
ment of lakes, peaks, geysers, big trees, water falls, and 
deserts, that have never been duplicated, and then turned 
a warm current toward it and said: “Now see what you 
can do with these.” At once this happy land took up the 
creative challenge and there you have California, and she 
is still jubilantly on the job. A volcano is still smoking, 

" redwoods and sequoias still growing, and only this last 
year one of the chained up glaciers got an inspiration, 
broke away, and began plowing out a new valley. 

Cooperating with all this, Nature began finding men 
and women to match her mountains and colorful valleys. 
Her John Muir and Burbank, her Brete Hart and Cool- 
brith, Markham and London, and her Keith; these, with a 
host of other artists and artisans, began remaking daisies, 
building and rebuilding cities and cultivating valleys, all of 
which made California where living is a little better, chil¬ 
dren grow a little taller, and the older folks live a little 
longer. 

While most of our readers may be divided into two 
classes—those of us who have our homes in California, and 
those who hope to make their homes there—it does not 
after all make so much difference where you rear your 
little castle if there are Switzerlands and Italys and Yo- 
semities and singing brooks and wild flowers with pieces 
of warm tropics in the heart. This is happily illustrated 
by the popular little poem which follows, written by Es¬ 
ther M. Clark, a Kansas girl, while in California: 

“Sweeter to me than the salt sea spray, 
the fragrance of summer rains; 

Nearer my heart than the mighty hills 
are the wind-swept Kansas plains; 

Dearer the sight of a shy wild rose 
by the roadside’s dusty way 

Than all the splendor of poppy-fields 
ablaze in the month of May. 

Gay as the bold poinsettia is, and the 
burden of pepper trees, 

The sunflower, tawny and gold and brown 
is richer to me than these; 

And rising ever above the sound • 

of the hoarse insistent sea 

The voice of the prairie, calling, calling me.”

STUDYlNG*EbuPSE DATA 

During the total eclipse of the sun on January 24, 
clouds spoiled the magnificent spectacle for those living 
along the western portion of the path of totality, but in 
the east clear skies prevailed and millions of people viewed 
the wonderful sight in all its glory. 

Early reports indicated that astronomers had secured 
highly satisfactory photographs of the phenomenon,_ from 
which much valuable information may be worked out. 
This will take about three years. 

Those who witnessed the eclipse at its best may read¬ 
ily understand the terror which these events inspired in 
the early ages of mankind, when all sorts of devices were 
resorted to for the purpose of appeasing the dragon which 
seemed to devour the sun. 

The ancients made a serious study of astronomy and 
it is said the earliest eclipse of record occurred in 2137 
B. C., when two Chinese astronomers, Hsi and Ho, at¬ 
tached to the emperor’s court, were put to death for' being 
drunk and failing to give warning of the event. 

The entire series of eclipses repeat at interval;; of eigh¬ 
teen years and about eleven days. But there is a fraction 
of a day involved, so that each succeeding eclipse occurs 
about one-third of the way around the earth farther west 
than the corresponding one of the preceding series. This 
makes calculations more difficult, especially owing to the 
moon’s rapid movement. 

Astronomers predicted the recent eclipse within about 
four seconds of the actual time of occurance at any given 
point within the path of totality.
